a) an arylamine of formula Ha and an arylisocyanate of formula III is dissolved in a non- 
protic, anhydrous solvent chosen from THF, ether, toluene, dioxane or ethyl acetate, 
between 0 - 45° C, for 2-24 h, and subsequently isolating the product of formula I or 
precursors thereof;

b) dissolving an arylamine of formula Ila in a halogenated solvent, diluting the mixture 
with aqueous alkali and combining with phosgene to provide the corresponding 
isocyanate, mixing the isocyanate and arylamine IV in a non-protic, anhydrous solvent 
selected from THF, ether, toluene, dioxane, dichloromethane or ethyl acetate at between 
about 0 - 45 d C and subsequently isolating to provide the product of formula I or 
precursors thereof;
